Ronald Koeman is looking to the 
“personalties” in his Everton 
side to steer the Toffees back into 
brighter form. 

Everton made an excellent start 
in the Premier League this season 
as they followed up an opening 
home draw with Tottenham by 
winning the next four games on 
the bounce. 

But they have failed to take 
maximum points in any of the 
four fixtures since then, with a 
clash against West Ham at Goodi- 
son Park next up on Sunday. 

Koeman, who left Saints to take 


over as Everton boss in June, 
has stressed it cannot be “always 
sunny” for any club - but has also 
emphasised a swift improvement 
in results is needed. 

“Of course, we know if you 
don’t win in your last four in the 
Premier League, then every time 
you come more close to a must- 
win game,” the Dutchman said. 

“It happened also at Southamp¬ 
ton - it is not always sunny. You 
don’t win always. You get in diffi¬ 
cult, tough times and then, really, 
you need to support each other. 
That’s important. 


“If everything goes well it’s 
easy to come in the team and play. 
But we need now really the per¬ 
sonalities to turn it around. 

“And we have enough personali¬ 
ties in the team.” 

Everton, who went into the 
weekend in sixth place, have con¬ 
ceded eight goals and scored 13 in 
their nine games. 

They have scored only three in 
the last four, and Koeman wants 
to see his side develop more of 
a cutting edge with Romelu Lu- 
kaku, who has netted six times in 
total, receiving more support. 


Conte's worried 
about his health

Chelsea head coach Antonio Con¬ 
te sees no reason to speak to Jose 
Mourinho about his high-energy 
touchline actions - but admits 
they pose a risk to his health. 

The Italian, who brings his side 
to St Mary’s to face Saints this 
Sunday, is a man who kicks every 
ball and bellows to his players 
from his technical area. 

Mourinho appeared to express 
his annoyance when speaking at 
length to his successor after Chel¬ 
sea’s emphatic win over Manches¬ 
ter United last Sunday. 

Italian media reported Mour¬ 
inho had been annoyed that Conte 
had encouraged the home support 
to cheer on the Blues when they 
were already 4-0 up, saying “it’s 
humiliating”. 

Conte was asked if he had spo¬ 
ken to his Chelsea predecessor 
Mourinho since. 

“No, but I don’t think it’s neces¬ 
sary,” Conte said. 

The former Juventus and Italy 
head coach is, though, concerned 
for his own well-being. 

“I’m worried about this,” Conte 
said. 

“For this reason, I try to run, to 
maintain a good physical form. 
It’s important because I know 
that I risk a bit.” 

Conte likes to run for 30 to 40 
minutes at Chelsea’s Cobham 
training ground, when time al¬ 
lows, changing the “rhythm” of 
his run. But he does not over-ex- 
ert himself. 

Unlike some managers, Conte 
says he does not have a banned list 
of food which his players must ad¬

here to. He eats healthily, except 
when with his family, when he en¬ 
joys a bowl of spaghetti. Nutella 
is another one of his vices. 

Usually carbohydrates are eat¬ 


en in moderation and he encour¬ 
ages his players to do the same. 

“Before pre-season we explained 
only the right balance when you 
eat, with carbohydrate, protein 


and fat,” he said. “Only this, but 
not to prevent or ban something. 
I like pasta, but I try to avoid be¬ 
cause a lot of carbohydrate is not 
good.” 


Pep needs 
more time 

Pep Guardiola has 
dismissed the notion his 
Premier League rivals 
have already worked him 
out. 

But the Manchester City 
boss believes it will take 
time to fully combat the 
measures opponents are 
using to nullify his side. 

Guardiola’s superb start 
to life at City has been 
tempered by a failure to 
win any of their last six 
games in all competitions 
- the worst sequence of 
the Catalan’s managerial 
career. 

All seemed positive as 
Guardiola’s men swept to 
victory in their opening 
10 matches but rival 
managers, such as Saints’ 
Claude Puel, have since 
urged their teams to press 
high and disrupt City’s 
attempts to play out from 
the back. 

Guardiola said: “That 



has always happened in 
my career. 

“I know what you have 
to do in these cases but 
sometimes you need time 
to make it better. 

“I don’t think this is the 
situation (reason) why we 
didn’t win the games.” 

In recent games against 
Barcelona and Saints, 

City were punished for 
individual errors, but 
Guardiola is not dwelling 
on that and focusing on 
the lack of potency evident 
against Manchester United 
in midweek. 

He said: “Until the goal 
from United we had more 
(time) closer to the goal 
than United. Five, six 
times clear - and (David) de 
Gea didn’t save. We were 
there but we didn’t finish. 

“That is what you have to 
improve. If not, it is so, so 
difficult. 

“In the end, the 
difference between the big 
clubs is how you are in the 
boxes.” 
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Jack unsure 
of Arsenal 
future 

Midfielder Jack Wilshere is 
unsure whether his Arsenal 
career is over. 

The 24-year-old, who joined 
the Gunners aged nine, is 
currently on a season-long 
loan with Bournemouth as he 
tries to re-establish himself 
following a lengthy list of in¬ 
juries. 

Wilshere has pulled on the 
Arsenal shirt just five times 
since May 2015 and felt he was 
falling down the pecking or¬ 
der at the Emirates Stadium. 

He is under contract in 
north London until 2018 but 
is not certain whether he has 
a future there. 

“I haven’t really thought 
about my future beyond get¬ 
ting a season under my belt 
and just trying to improve as 
a player,” Wilshere said. 

“I genuinely don’t know if I 
am going to end up at Arsenal 
or somewhere else. 

“If you’d asked me two 
months ago if I was going to 
finish my career at Arsenal 
then I would have said, ‘Yeah, 
of course’. 

“Two months ago I wouldn’t

have seen myself being here, 
but here I am. And I’m enjoy¬ 
ing it.” 

Wilshere is getting what 
he craves with the Cherries, 
having started all but one of 
the eight games he has been 
there, which is something he 
felt he would not get at Arse¬ 
nal. 

“There were a lot of mid¬ 
fielders and the manager 
brought another one in,” he 
added. T’d been injured for 
a while, and I was thinking I 
was at a stage of my career 
where I needed to play. 

“I’m 24 and I’ve already 
missed too much football, 
and, if I want to get to where 
I want to be, it’d be no good 
coming off the bench in every 
game.” 

Wilshere played more 
games for England than he 
did Arsenal last season, but 
his axe from Sam Allardyce’s 
only squad as manager of the 
national team forced him to 
accept his situation. 

“It was the final straw,” he 
said. “It hurt not being in 
there.”

EASTLEIGH chose their moment 
in the BT Sport spotlight to suf¬ 
fer by far their worst result under 
manager Ronnie Moore at Bar- 
row. 

The early second-half dismissal 
of skipper Ryan Cresswell proved 
pivotal as the ten-man Spitfires 
succumbed to a hefty 4-0 National 
League defeat at Holker Street. 

Barrow’s star man Byron Har¬ 
rison weighed in with a hat-trick 
to condemn the Spitfires to only 
their second loss in 14 league 
games since Moore was named 
Chris Todd’s successor in mid- 
August.

He was left with blood stream¬ 
ing from his nose after denying 
Barrow with a superb sixth-min¬ 
ute double save. 

After sprawling to push away 
Alex Ray-Harvey’s strike from 
outside the area, he bravely dived 
at Harrison’s feet, taking a blow 
to the face in the process. 

With blood streaming from 
a suspected broken nose, play 
was halted for six minutes while 
Clarke was tended to. 

He managed to continue after a 
change of pink shirt and having 
plugs inserted to stem the bleed¬ 
ing. 

That spate of Barrow pressure 
followed a throw-in from the right 
and there was more danger from 
that area on 13 minutes when, 
from a free-kick conceded by Jai 
Reason, Liam Hughes rifled wide. 

Another injury, to Barrow’s 
Shaun Beeley, triggered another 
long hold-up, and little was seen 
of Eastleigh as an attacking force 
until around the half-hour mark 
of a stop-start game.

• Eastleigh’s FA Cup opponents 
also had an away trip to forget, 
crashing 4-1 at League 1 leaders 
Scunthorpe. All the hosts’ goals 
- from Paddy Madden (2), Kevin 
van Veen and Duane Holmes - 
came in the first half before Na¬ 
than Thompson replied. 

• Defeat to Arsenal on Saturday 
left Sunderland with two points 
from 10 Premier League games, 
equalling the lowest ever total at 
that stage. 

Draws with Saints (at St Mary’s 
back in August) and West Brom 
and eight defeats have seen David 
Moyes’ side match the unwanted 
record set by Manchester City in 
1995, a very different era for City. 

Alexis Sanchez’s second goal of 
the match, to seal Arsenal’s 4-1 
win, also left Sunderland’s goal 
difference at minus-13 - one worse 
than City that season to edge 
them for the worst record. 

That City team recovered to an 
extent, finishing on 38 points and 
being relegated on goal difference 
alone behind Saints and Coventry. 

If that appears to offer hope, 
though, it is worth remembering 
that while level 2-2 with Liverpool 
late in their last game, City - man¬ 
aged at the time by ex-Saints boss 
Alan Ball - opted to run the clock 
down by the corner flag having 
miscalculated the goal difference 
situation, in the belief that a 
draw would keep them up. 

Everton’s efforts the previous 
season, 1994/95, would be a bet¬ 
ter example to follow - the Toffees 
recovered from taking only three 
points in their first 10 games of 
what was then a 42-game season 
to finish on 50, clear of relegation 
in 15th place. 

Swindon, though, were rel¬ 
egated the year before that after 
taking three points from the first 
30 available - indeed, they man¬ 
aged only 30 all season to finish 
10 points adrift at the bottom (see

The most recent precedent 
for a start to rival Sunderland’s 
comes from Crystal Palace just 
three seasons ago, when they won 
one and lost nine of their first 10 
games under Ian Holloway.

MANCHESTER City 
triumphed 4-0 at West Brom 
to make a swift return to 
the Premier League summit 
on Saturday after Arsenal 
had briefly taken over top 
spot with a 4-1 romp at 
Sunderland. 

Sergio Aguero opened 
the scoring from a tight 
angle on 19 minutes after 
being slipped in by Ilkay 
Gundogan, with the second 
a brilliant strike into the top 
corner nine minutes later. 

The Argentina forward 
was involved in the third 
goal after the interval, too, 
teeing up Gundogan, and the 
German sealed the rout with 
his second goal in the final 
minute to emphatically end 
manager Pep Guardiola’s six- 
game winless run. 

Olivier Giroud’s first goals 
of the season had earlier 
handed Arsenal victory and 
Sunderland a share of an 
unwanted Premier League 
record in the lunchtime kick¬ 
off on Wearside. 

The France forward struck 
twice within five minutes 
of being introduced as a 
69th-minute substitute to kill 
off hopes of a Black Cats’ 
fightback after Jermain 
Defoe’s penalty had cancelled 
out Alexis Sanchez’s first- 
half opener. 

Sanchez helped himself 
to a second - the last three 
goals came inside a chaotic 
seven-minute period - to 
leave Sunderland with only 
two points from their first 
10 league games, matching 
Manchester City’s low in 
1995-96. 

Tottenham and Leicester 
battled out a 1-1 draw at 
White Hart Lane, Ahmed 
Musa securing a point for 
the champions with a close- 
range tap-in from Jamie 
Vardy’s pass soon after the 
restart. 

Vincent Janssen’s 
penalty - awarded shortly 
before half-time after he 
was adjudged to have been 
fouled by Robert Huth - had 
opened the scoring for Spurs, 
who also hit the woodwork 
through Dele Alii and Jan 
Vertonghen. 

Jose Mourinho was sent to 
the stands after complaining 
at half-time of Manchester 
United’s goalless draw 
against Burnley at Old 
Trafford. 

United’s cause was not 
helped by the dismissal of 
midfielder Ander Herrera 
for a second bookable offence 
midway through the second 
half, or the fine form of 
Clarets goalkeeper Tom 
Heaton.

FORMER Saints enigma Gaston 
Ramirez scored a solo master¬ 
piece as Middlesbrough reversed 
their worrying home form with 
a commanding 2-0 victory over 
Bournemouth. 

Ramirez’s first-half effort was 
a thing of beauty, starting with a 
brave block deep in his own half 
and continuing the length of the 
pitch as Harry Arter, Andrew 
Surman and finally goalkeeper 
Artur Boruc were beaten by his 
drive, guile and craft. 

For a side who had taken a sin¬ 
gle point from their first four 
games at the Riverside it was a 
heady moment, followed in the 
second half by another pleasing 
move finished by local boy Stew¬ 
art Downing. 

If Ramirez’s lung-busting run 
and delicate finish was the aes¬ 
thetic choice, Downing’s close- 
range prod packed an emotional 
punch. 

The 32-year-old last scored 
a Premier League goal for his 
hometown team in May 2008, in 
an 8-1 triumph over Sven-Goran 
Eriksson’s Manchester City. In 
the intervening years much has 
changed for all concerned. 

In all there were 14 Englishmen 
in the starting sides, though Ga¬ 
reth Southgate, former Boro boss 
and now interim manager of the 
national side, was nowhere to be 
seen. 

There were early signs that 
Ramirez - signed by Boro on a 
free in the summer after being 
released by Saints - was in the 
mood, snaffling a loose ball from 
Arter in the opening seconds and 
pressing with greater conviction 
than usual. 

On the opposite flank Adama 
Traore was also causing problems 
with his direct running but Boro 
needed Adam Clayton to head off 
the line after Joshua King clipped 
a corner goalwards. 

Traore had a decent penalty 
shout in the 18th minute when, 
after leaving Arter for dead, he 
drew a sliding tackle from Char¬ 
lie Daniels. 

There did appear to be contact 
but Traore’s tumble was belated 
and did nothing to persuade Stu¬ 
art Atwell to point to the spot. 

Jack Wilshere, whose case for 
an England recall is gathering 
momentum, unlocked the home 
defence after 27 minutes, scoop¬ 
ing a pass over the back four and 
finding King, who cushioned the 
ball on his chest. 


With Victor Valdes advancing, 
King volleyed instinctively with 
the outside of his boot but saw 
the ball canon back off the cross¬ 
bar and away. 

With Wilshere and Jordon 
Ibe pushing their side forward, 


Bournemouth had just started to 
set the tempo when Ramirez in¬ 
tervened quite brilliantly. 

In many ways, his was the per¬ 
fect goal. 

At the start he showed bravery 
to charge down a shot from Adam 


Smith and he followed with pace 
and poise to glide past Arter. As 
the goal came into view Surman 
was sent packing with a neat turn 
and Boruc beaten with a meas¬ 
ured shot. 

It was good enough to win any 
game but, with just 37 minutes on 
the clock, Boro could hardly be 
sure at that stage. 

They started confidently in the 
second period and fashioned an¬ 
other pleasing goal in the 56th 
minute. 

Traore picked the lock this time, 
floating a delightful ball towards 
Alvaro Negredo with the outside 
of his boot. 

Rather than aim at goal, the 
Spaniard headed it back across 
for Downing who gratefully fin¬ 
ished the job and celebrated pas¬ 
sionately. 

Eddie Howe sought changes, 
Callum Wilson and Ibe making 
way for Benik Afobe and Ryan 
Fraser, while Ramirez’s after¬ 
noon ended soon after with Grant 
Leadbitter’s arrival. 

Afobe’s work handed Smith a 
chance to strike from 12 yards but 
Calum Chambers got his body in 
the way. 

The Cherries ensured no fur¬ 
ther damage was done, Wilshere 
tracking back with a goal-saving 
challenge to rob Traore. Fraser 
even threatened a consolation 
with a cross-shot that required 
Valdes’ attention but there was no 
way back.

Lewis is no newcomer to man¬ 
agement. For many successful 
years he was coach/assistant to

FORMER Saints star Matt Oakley 
has recently celebrated a major 
milestone. 

Now 39, he made his 600th 
career league appearance for 
League 2 club Exeter City. 

Of those, 262 appearances were 
for Saints between 1995 and 2006. 

He left St Mary’s in the summer 
of 2006 to join Derby on a free, 
moving onto Leicester City for 
£500,000 two years later. 

He has been with Exeter - play¬ 
ing under former Dell colleague 
Paul Tisdale - since 2012. 

Here, Simon Larkins discusses 
Oakley’s career with him. 

Q: You recently made your 600th 
league appearance in profession¬ 
al football. Was that something 
you were aware of and what does 
it mean to you? 

MO: I stopped counting years 
ago, but it is obviously a nice 
milestone to make. I think 500 was 
back at Leicester and it is great, 
being 39 and still playing. I wasn’t 
expecting that when I was first 
playing games, so I’m very, very 
pleased. 

Q: You league debut was back in 
1995 for Saints. Can you remem¬ 
ber much about that game? 

MO: Yes, my league debut was 
at Everton.lt was May time, one 
of the last games of the season. 
Alan Ball was my manager and 
he had seen me playing in youth 
team and he wanted to take me 
with the first team. I thought I 
was just going along to support 
and help out with kit, but I ended 
up being named on the bench. It 
was last 10 or 15 minutes I came 
on for. 

Q: Can you remember who was 
in that team and who you came 
on for? 

MO: I don’t remember who I 
came on for, but I remember play¬ 
ing against Anders Limpar. He 
was one of the players who I liked 
when he was at Arsenal as I was 
an Arsenal fan. Neville Southall 
was in goal, so there were some 
big names in that Everton side. I 
don’t remember much about the 
10 to 15 minutes that I got at the 
end, but I remember shaking Nev¬ 
ille’s hand and it being the size of 
a dust bin lid. 

Q: There were some really big 
names in the Saints side at that 
time as well. What were those 
characters like? 

MO That was around the time 
when the foreign players were 
coming in, but we had strong 


British and Irish core to our team 
with people like Jason Dodd, 
Francis Benali, Matt Le Tissier, 
Jim Magilton and Dave Beasant. 
There were some big, big charac¬ 
ters there and then we had the for¬ 
eign lads coming in. So we had the 
likes of Claus Lundekvam, Egil 
Ostenstad, Eyal Berkovic and 
Anders Svensson. We had some 
really good quality coming in. We 


had the games when we beat Man¬ 
chester United 6-3 and the other 
game where Manchester United 
blamed their kit. The 6-3 was an 
interesting game, I played it that 
one and it was pretty special. 

Q: It must have been a great to 
play at the Dell also? 

MO: Yes, it was a tough place to 
go. You played on that ground and 


the ball would go out for a throw 
and, if you were in the crowd, you 
could literally grab a player. So 
the away teams didn’t like playing 
there at all and we got some really 
good results because of that. 

Q: Looking at that Premier 
League era and midfielders you 
would have come up against, it 
was a time where the division

was blessed with top class play¬ 
ers in the centre of the park. Who 
was the toughest of those players 
to play against? 

MO: Patrick Veira, he was just 
a complete all-round midfielder. 
He was an athlete. He was strong 
and powerful, could score goals 
and tackle. I just thought he was 
the pinnacle. He also played for 
my club as well, so maybe I am a 


little bit biased towards him be¬ 
cause there are players like (Paul) 
Scholes, (David) Beckham, (Roy) 
Keane, Nicky Butt, (Steven) Ger- 
rard and (Jamie) Redknapp who 
you could mention. In fact, the 
list goes on. However, Veira was 
the pinnacle. 

Q: It was a great time to be at 
Saints as well? 


MO: We had four years where 
it was really touch and go and 
Matt Le Tissier carried us with 
his goals, but then there was the 
transfer of a bit more of quality. 
The change of the stadium, from 
the Dell, attracted more invest¬ 
ment and the team got stronger. 
Then we had (Theo) Walcott com¬ 
ing through, Wayne Bridge and 
(Gareth) Bale. You started seeing 


the club evolve. 

Q: Was it your injury troubles 
that ended your time at Saints? 

MO: Yes, I was playing really 
well at the time. There had been a 
lot of talk about England and that 
was the golden era of midfield 
players in the Premier League. 
Then, out of the blue, I landed 
and went to turn and the next 
thing I felt a pop in my knee and 
two years later I was trying to 
find myself back playing. It was 
disappointing really, because I 
felt I was really fulfilling what I 
was going to do. 

Q: Then you joined Derby Coun¬ 
ty and captained them to promo¬ 
tion from the Championship? 

MO: Yes, it was strange really 
because I was at stayed at South¬ 
ampton for nearly 12 years and I 
was loyal to the club and it wasn’t 
until I left that had the success. 
The Derby team was unique at 
that point of being a very tight, 
tight group. We got up through 
the play-offs, we went to Wembley 
and I lifted the trophy. I got sold 
very quickly after that, though, 
when the board changed man¬ 
ager, and went to Leicester and 
then found myself in League One 
in the space of 12 months. Derby 
sold me a really big dream when 
Billy Davies was there. I was re¬ 
ally close to Billy. He was explain¬ 
ing what was happening with the 
club and they were talking about 
a three-year plan, but we did it 
in the first year. And everyone 
says how poor Derby were in the 
Premier League but we were just 
building for the Championship as 
part of that three-year plan. We 
got promoted in the first year of 
that and we found ourselves up 
against the likes of Manchester 
United and Arsenal with a weak¬ 
ened Championship team.

Q: It was on next to Exeter 
City.

Oakley joins an

MATT Oakley recent celebrated 
reaching a major milestone. 

The former Saints midfielder 
made his 600th English league ap¬ 
pearance when he came on as a 
sub for Exeter City in a League 2 
game at Colchester. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
other players with Saints connec¬ 
tions who have played over 590 
times in the Football League/Pre¬ 
mier League. 

1,005 - Peter Shilton 

The former Saints keeper re¬ 
mains the only man ever to play 
over a thousand league games in 
English football. 

His amazing career spanned 30 
years - from making his debut for 
Leicester in 1966 to playing his 
1,000th game for Leyton Orient 
aged 47 in December 1996. 

Along the way, he won two Eu¬ 
ropean Cups and the First Divi¬ 
sion title with Nottingham Forest 
and played 188 times for Saints in 
a five-year stint at The Dell from 
1982-97. 

He also remains England’s most 
capped international, with 125 
caps. 

824 - Terry Paine 

The current Saints president 
made 713 league appearances for 
Saints between his debut in 1956 
and 1974, scoring 150 goals and 
winning England recognition. 

He then appeared 111 times for 
Hereford United. 

Only three Englishman have 
played more Football League 
games than Paine did - Shilton, 
Tony Ford (931) and Graham Al¬ 
exander (844). 

774 - Dave Beasant 

The much-travelled goalkeeper 
appeared for 13 different clubs 
in his career, including 91 league 
appearances for Saints after a 
£300,000 move from Chelsea in 
November 1993. 

He will always be associated 
with Wimbledon, though, after 
saving a penalty in the club’s 1988 
FA Cup final win over Liverpool. 

That was his last game for the 
Dons, as he joined Newcastle a 
few months later for £800,000. 

Beasant was 44 when he played 
his last league game for Brighton 
in May 2003. 

694 - John Burridge 

Another goalkeeper who kept 
on playing into his forties. 

In 1995 he became the oldest 
player to appear in the Premier 
League - a record he still holds - 



when he turned out for Manches¬ 
ter City aged 43. 

Burridge was signed by Saints 
boss Chris Nicholl from Sheffield 
United in the summer of 1987 and 
played 62 top flight games in two 
seasons. 

757 - Frank Worthington 

The colourful striker only 


played 34 times for Saints - all his 
outings coming in the club’s best 
ever First Division campaign of 
1983/84. 

Called time on his Football 
League career after a spell at 
Stockport in 1987/88, and even ap¬ 
peared four times in 1989 for Wey¬ 
mouth. 

745 - Alan Ball 


The England World Cup win¬ 
ner played 132 league games for 
Saints between late 1976 and 1980, 
prior to taking his first steps in 
management with Blackpool. 

After leaving the Tangerines at 
the end of 1980/81, Ball returned 
to The Dell and made a further 63 
league appearances before end¬ 
ing his career at Bristol Rovers in 
1982/83. 
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732 - Mick Mills 

The full-back made almost 600 
league appearances for Ipswich 
and captained England at the 1982 
World Cup finals in Spain. 

Was 33 when he arrived at The 
Dell after Espana 82, and he went 
on to make 103 league appearanc¬ 
es for Saints before seeing out his 


career at Stoke City 

718 - Mick Channon 

The Dell legend played 391 
league games in his first spell 
with the club between 1996 and 
1977, and a further 119 times after 
returning in September 1979. 

After being released by Saints 
in 1982, he made 88 league appear¬ 


ances for Norwich City - helping 
them to win the League Cup in 
1985 - before ending his career 
with 35 second tier outings for 
great friend Alan Ball at Ports¬ 
mouth in 1985/86. 

714 - Glenn Cockerill 

A regular in the Saints midfield 
for eight years after his arrival 


from Sheffield United in the sum¬ 
mer of 1985, making 287 league 
appearances. Ended his career at 
Brentford in 1997/98. Spent a few 
months managing Winchester 
City in 2010. 

647 - Chris Nicholl 

The centre half appeared in 228 
league games for Saints between 
1977 and 1983, after making 210 
appearances in a five-year stint at 
Aston Villa. 

A veteran of 51 Northern Ire¬ 
land caps, Nicholl ended his play¬ 
ing career at Grimsby in 1983/84 
before taking his first steps in 
management at The Dell the fol¬ 
lowing summer. 

631 - Dave Watson 

The centre half had played over 
100 league games each for Rother¬ 
ham, Sunderland and Manchester 
City prior to arriving at Saints in 
October 1979 in a £300,000 switch 
from German outfit Werder 
Bremen. Made 73 league appear¬ 
ances before joining Stoke City in 
January 1982. 

628 - Kevin Miller 

The goalkeeper made over 200 
appearances for Exeter City and 
over 100 for Watford and Barnsley. 

He appeared just seven times 
for Saints after George Burley 
brought the then 37-year-old to St 
Mary’s in early 2006. 

Played his last league games on 
loan to Torquay in 2006/07 before 
being released by Saints. 

626 - Jimmy Case 

Forever an Anfield legend af¬ 
ter helping Liverpool win three 
European Cups in 1977, 1978 and 
1981, Case actually played more 
league games for Saints (226) than 
he did for the Reds (186). 

He was 31 when he became Law- 
rie McMenemy’s last signing for 
Saints in March 1985. 

Played his final league game for 
Brighton aged 41 in 1995/96, the 
season he took over from Liam 
Brady as the Seagulls’ manager. 

595 - Dennis Wise 

Released by Saints as a teenager, 
Wise went on to make 135 appear¬ 
ances in Wimbledon’s rise from 
the fourth tier to the top flight. 

Then made 332 appearances in 
an 11-year stay at Chelsea. 

After a spell as Millwall player 
manager, whom he guided to the 
2004 FA Cup final, Wise returned 
to Saints and made 11 appear¬ 
ances under Harry Redknapp in 
2005/06. 

Assisted his former Wimbledon 
boss Dave Bassett as caretaker 
manager at St Mary’s when Red¬ 
knapp returned to Portsmouth, 
before leaving in January 2006 to 
join Coventry. 


Don't write 
Chelsea off 

Antonio Conte believes 
it is too soon for Sir Alex 
Ferguson or anyone else to 
write off Chelsea’s Premier 
League title chances. 

Chelsea beat Jose 
Mourinho’s Manchester 
United 4-0 last Sunday, but 
former United boss Ferguson 
suggested the 2014-15 
champions were not one of 
five teams in title contention 
this term. 

The Blues have played nine 
games, which included losses 
to Arsenal and Liverpool, 
and Conte believes he needs 
eight to 10 more games before 
setting a goal for the end of 
the season. 

“It’s very difficult to tell 
now our target,” the Chelsea 
head coach said ahead of this 
Sunday’s trip to St Mary’s to 
face Saints. 

“Because it’s early and 
in these games, we had 
difficulty against Arsenal 
and Liverpool. 

“For this reason it’s 
important not to look at 
the table. It’s important to 
understand this type of work 
we’re doing now is good to 
improve and to become a

“A bit of time in the future, 
yes, after I think eight, 10 
(more) games, I can tell our 
target.” 

Conte insisted he respects 
Ferguson’s opinion, but 
refused to put limitations on 
what his squad can achieve. 

“I respect a lot what he 
said, but I know that we 
are working very well,” the 
former Juventus and Italy 
boss added. 

“We are now in a good 
way to improve a lot and to 
become a team that can stay

“I try to transfer this to my 
players in every moment, in 
every day, every week. We 
must be ambitious. But to be 
ambitious you must work a 
lot.” 

Conte added: “I’m very 
happy for the work that we 
are doing.

Speaking a decade ago 
Mourinho claimed the only 
thing that was troubling 
him came from north of 
the border. Rather than a 
reference to then Manchester 
United boss Sir Alex 
Ferguson, it was a sickly 
swan that had caught his 
attention. “For me, pressure 
is bird flu,” he opined. “I’m 
feeling a lot of pressure with 
the problem in Scotland. 
What is football compared 
with life? A swan with bird 
flu, for me, that is the drama. 
I have to buy some masks 
and stuff.” 

DO celebrate 
important goals 

Mourinho’s first major 
impact on English football 
came when his unfancied 
Porto side knocked United 
out of the Champions League 
at Old Trafford.

Claudio Ranieri was the original 
tinkerman. 

He was given the sobriquet by 
sections of the English national 
media regarding his constant ro¬ 
tation of the Chelsea squad. 

Ranieri, though, surely never 
tinkered to the extent Claud Puel 
has in his first few months at 
Southampton FC. 

Ahead of Saints’ daunting run 
of autumn games, the Frenchman 
said he would fully utilise his full 
squad - including youngsters who 
had barely been on the fringes un¬ 
der Ronald Koeman. 

He has been true to his word. 

He has tinkered over and over 
again. 

Going into this weekend’s home 
clash with Chelsea, Puel has 
made a extraordinary 67 changes 
in ten league and cup matches. 

In all, he has used 26 different 
players. 

Twenty of those changes have 
come in the last three games. 

Puel made six changes for 
Saints’ Europa League tie at Inter 
Milan, followed by a further five 
at Manchester City last Sunday. 

Then came nine more - a season 
high - for Wednesday’s League 
Cup tie against Sunderland (com¬ 
pared to the four made by Black 
Cats boss David Moyes). 

The sheer number of changes is 
remarkable enough. 

But what’s even more incred¬ 
ible, in some ways, is that Puel 
has made Saints so hard to beat 
despite the constant chopping 
and changing - and the injuries 
that have hit Ryan Bertrand, Matt 
Targett, Cedric, Shane Long and 
Jay Rodriguez. 

In those ten games, Saints have 
only lost once - and that at the San 
Siro after dominating large peri¬ 
ods of the game. 

And in the 15 and a half hours 
of football in those games, Saints 
have only conceded three goals - 
one of which was a soft penalty 
to Burnley when they were 3-0 up. 

That is truly impressive, and 
must surely have helped Puel win 
over his critics. 

Let’s be honest, there WERE 
some critics - those who thought 
Saints should have appointed a 
bigger name than the former Mo¬ 
naco, Lyon, Lille and Nice boss. A 
name like Manuel Pellegrini, or a 
name like Frank de Boer. 

But the reasons why Puel 
beat everyone else on the Saints 
shortlist have become obvious in 
amongst all the tinkering and the 
clean sheets. 

He believes in giving young 
players a chance. 

More so than his predecessor, 


certainly. 

Puel has already used 21 players 
in the Premier League this term. 

A further six - Alex McCarthy, 
Jake Hesketh, Lloyd Isgrove, Jack 
Stephens, Harrison Reed and 
Olufena Olomola - have appeared 
in the League Cup. 

They are similar numbers to 
the ones his predecessor used. 

Koeman used 29 players in 


the Premier League in 2014/15, 
though five of them - Ryan Seager, 
Dominic Gape, Jason McCarthy, 
Gaston Ramirez and Isgrove - 
only appeared once off the bench. 

Last season, Koeman used 27 
players in the league. Of those, 
Paolo Gazzaniga only made two 
starts and Kelvin Davis one, while 
Ramirez (3) and Reed (1) only ap¬ 
peared as a sub. 


During Koeman’s two years 
at St Mary’s, Stephens and Mc¬ 
Queen never featured in the first 
team - not even in a cup tie. 

Stephens didn’t even appear un¬ 
der Mauricio Pochettino. 

Indeed, prior to starting against 
Sunderland, his only other taste 
of competitive first team action 
had been as a late sub at Coventry 
in the FA Cup in January 2012.

That is a hell of a wait between 
first and second appearances. 

Stephens was sent out on loan 
for most of Koeman’s tenure at 
Saints, while McQueen spent the 
second half of last season on loan 
at third tier Southend United. 
Even there, though, he struggled 
for starts - making just four (com¬ 
pared to 14 sub appearances). 

Lloyd Isgrove, to name another, 


was loaned out to League 1 club 
Barnsley last season. 

He only played one league game 
for Koeman, and that was as a sub 
in the Dutchman’s first game in 
charge at Anfield in August 2014. 

His League Cup outing against 
Sunderland was his first senior 
appearance since a second half 
sub outing against Ipswich in the 
FA Cup in January 2015. 


Prior to a few weeks ago, Mc¬ 
Queen’s only senior outing for 
Saints’ first team had come in the 
FA Cup at Sunderland in Febru¬ 
ary 2013. 

No wonder he told the Daily 
Echo this week that he thought 
his Saints future appeared bleak. 

“You go out on loan because you 
want to learn so you can come 
back here and play, but I was 


thinking maybe my opportunities 
in football may be elsewhere in 
the future,” he confessed. 

Of course, we need to be realis¬ 
tic here. 

Just because Koeman didn’t 
give these players many oppor¬ 
tunities, it doesn’t mean he had 
no interest in promoting Saints’ 
academy graduates. 

And just because Puel has given 
them a chance - albeit in some 
cases just the one chance so far 
- that doesn’t mean they will be¬ 
come established top flight stars. 

Time is certainly ticking for the 
likes of Stephens, who is 22, and 
Isgrove, who is 23. 

The latter is a year older than 
Nathan Redmond. 

Pierre Hojbjerg and James 
Ward-Prowse (who has played 
114 league games for Saints) are 
younger than both Stephens and 
Isgrove. They are both 21, as is 
McQueen. 

Soufiane Boufal, Saints’ record 
signing, has only just recently 
turned 23. 

You get the impression that Ste¬ 
phens and Isgrove’s long term fu¬ 
tures lie away from St Mary’s, if 
they ever want regular first team 
football that is. 

The same might yet apply to 
McQueen, who is a man of the 
moment but who remains third 
choice left back behind Ryan Ber¬ 
trand and Matt Targett. 

The same might yet apply also 
to Harrison Reed, who is 21 but 
only has 14 league appearances to 
his name - 100 fewer than Ward- 
Prowse, who is the same age. 

Then there is Jake Hesketh, 
who would surely have featured 
against Sunderland but for injury. 

Handed a rare chance against 
Crystal Palace in the previous 
round, Hesketh capped a man of 
the match performance with a 
goal. 

The 21-year-old did appear in 
two league games under Koeman 
in December 2014. 

After coming on as a sub against 
Manchester United, he was hand¬ 
ed a start against Burnley - only 
to come off injured early on. That 
was the last we saw of him in a 
first team shirt prior to the Pal¬ 
ace game. 

Like Stephens, like Reed, like 
Isgrove, like McQueen, he needs 
more senior matches. But will he 
get them? 

Saints fans are no different to 
any other football supporters. 
Ideally, they would like to see 
home-grown youngsters getting a 
chance - but not to the detriment 
of a successful side. 

The key is the same as it’s al¬ 
ways been - trying to mix the 
youth with the experience. 

Different managers have differ¬ 
ent methods, and at the moment 
Puel seems to be getting the bal¬ 
ance right.

DON'T be quiet 
in the stands 

Such was his position of 
strength at Chelsea in 2014, 
Mourinho felt bold enough 
to breach one of sport’s 
oldest commandments: thou 
shalt not criticise your fans. 
After securing a 2-1 win 
over QPR, the Blues boss 
said the atmosphere created 
by a crowd of almost 42,000 
people was akin to “an empty 
stadium”. 

DON'T criticise 
colleagues for 
doing their job 

Mourinho was visibly 
irate when club doctor 
Eva Carneiro and 
physiotherapist Jon Fearn 
treated Eden Hazard late 
in a drawn match against 
Swansea, claiming the pair’s 
actions were “impulsive and

naive”. It was a row that 
simmered on and Carneiro, 
who was demoted and later 
left the club, settled a case for 
constructive dismissal and 
sexual discrimination.

Drugs suspicion turns Olympics into poorer spectacle

IT is rather hard to buy WADA 
president Craig Reedie’s insist¬ 
ence that the integrity of the 
Olympics has not been under¬ 
mined by the total farce of the 
drug testing process. 

On the contrary, it seems to have 
undermined it still further. 

We are now in an era where any 
great performance is deemed sus¬ 
picious. 

It is a sorry state of affairs, it 
tarnishes our love of sport. How¬ 


ever, it is sadly inevitable after 
the last decade of scandals. 

Probably most sports fans that 
watched the Olympics felt, like 
Adam Rant, a tinge of the magic 
of the event had gone. 

It was replaced by a cynicism 
over whether what you were see¬ 
ing was the result of talent and 
hard work combining to brilliant 
effect, or partly aided by drugs. 

Even the boundaries of what is 
legal is being pushed to the limit 


for the marginal gains so desired 
at the top level. 

And, so, above all else what was 
needed was a stringent and effec¬ 
tive drug testing programme at 
the Games, to try and establish 
the notion that cheats would not 
slip through the net. 

Instead what we have seen when 
skimming the report from WA- 
DA’s independent observers is an 
utter shambles. 

On some days half of the 


planned tests were cancelled 
because they couldn’t find the 
athletes, in total there were 
500 less tests than hoped for. 

While much of the blame 
has effectively been laid at 
the door of logistics and in¬ 
adequate training for vol¬ 
unteers, all that ultimately 
matters is that an Olympics 
already shrouded in suspi¬ 
cion has little in the way of 
counter agreement. 


Puel becoming expert 
in the art of juggling

CLAUDE Puel will be doing well 
if he can remember what day of 
the week it is at the moment. To 
keep on top of squad rotation 
must be a mammoth task. 

Saints are in the midst of seven 
games in 22 days. 

Following their EFL Cup win 
over Sunderland, they face the 
even more daunting prospect of 
nine fixtures in just 30 days after 
the next international break. 

That is some run of games. 

There has always been a lot of 
talk about teams not taking the 
Europa League or other cups seri¬ 
ously, of the stresses and strains 
of playing in so many competi¬ 
tions, but only once you are in the 
midst of it can you fully appreci¬ 
ate the problems it causes. 

With all the travel involved, it is 
confusing and tiring. 

Simple things such as a nor¬ 
mal routine in everyday life are 
thrown out, sleeping at odd times 
due to early starts or very late 
nights, eating patterns. 

It sounds almost trivial, but it is 
amazing how quickly it all adds 
up to a confusing cocktail. 

The players must not know 
what day of the week it is much 
of the time. Their usual routine 
has been totally thrown out. 

Instead they are on one constant 
loop of match preparation, play¬ 
ing a game, recovery and then do 
it all over again. 

There is no real time for much 
reflection, no real time to work 
on things on the training ground. 
It is always a case of just getting 
through one more game. 

Through all of this though Puel 
has kept a clear head. 

He has navigated through this 
set of fixtures fairly well thus 
far, and his planning is obvious 
in terms of selecting teams in 
advance of a run of games, even 
if you do have to adapt for inju¬ 
ries and circumstances that come 


your way. 

This is a pretty big week for 
Saints in terms of the Europa 
League. 

There can be little debate that 
Puel has to find a way to get his 
strongest team out on the field 
as Saints host Inter Milan at St 


Mary’s, and if that means it is 
weaker for a league game against 
Hull then so be it. 

It is not only a huge fixture in 
terms of the historical context of 
the club, but also when it comes to 
getting through to the knockout 
stages. 


Group K is wide open now. All 
of the four teams will believe they 
can get through heading into the 
last three games. 

Decisive results on Thursday 
will make things look a lot differ¬ 
ent. 

Should Saints win the Inter 


match they will be confident 
of getting out of the group. 
Should they fail to win then 
it will be very nervous, espe¬ 
cially if Sparta Prague end 
the night on nine points, and 
with Puel’s men heading out 
there next. 
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What next? 

Wayne Rooney can no longer 
be assured of a regular place 
in Manchester United’s team 
having started just one of 
their previous six fixtures. 
What next for him?

The American dream is 
one that David Beckham, 
Ashley Cole, Steven Gerrard 
and Frank Lampard have all 
lived, though only the former 
was able to continue his 
international career while 
Stateside. The lifestyle may 
appeal but at his age a move 
across the Atlantic would 
surely spell the end for him 
as an England fixture. 

CHINESE LEAGUE 


Another destination that 
would harm his England 
prospects, although there 
would be significant 
compensation in the form 
of a bumper wage packet in 
the Far East. Clubs in China 
may be the only teams in 
the world willing to match 
or even eclipse the salary he 
commands at Old Trafford 
and he would be a significant

Eastleigh rivals Tc

A FORMER England under-21 col¬ 
league of Saints striker Nathan 
Redmond will be leading the line 
for Swindon in next Friday’s FA 
Cup banana skin tie at Eastleigh. 

Nathan Delfouneso spent six 
years as a professional at Aston 
Villa, making 31 Premier League 
appearances. 

But only four of those were 
starts and he scored just two 
goals prior to being released in 
the summer of 2014. 

Loaned out to a variety of clubs, 
his best season came at Black¬ 
pool in 2012/13 when he scored 
six times in 41 Championship ap¬ 
pearances -22 as a starter and 19 
off the bench. 

He returned to Bloomfield Road 
to join the Tangerines on a per¬ 
manent deal after leaving Villa, 
but only managed three goals in 
38 outings (17 of which were as a 
sub). 

Moving onto Blackburn, he 
only scored once in 15 Champion¬ 
ship outings last season. 

Swindon, who he joined in the 
summer on a free at the same 
time Redmond was arriving at St 
Mary’s in a £10m move from Nor¬ 
wich, is his latest port of call. 

After failing to score in his 
opening 10 League 1 outings for 
the Wiltshire club, Delfouneso got 
off the mark in a 3-0 home win 
over Rochdale. 

That ended Swindon’s run of 
three games without a goal, but 
last weekend they returned to 
goal-shy ways in a miserable 2-0 
home loss to Walsall. 

That defeat left the Robins just 
above the third division drop zone 
with four wins in 15 matches. 

It was also their fifth home loss 
in six games. 

Under pressure boss Luke Wil¬ 
liams only has three strikers in 
his first team squad to pick from, 
and one of those, Jon Obika, is 
currently injured and unlikely to 
be back in time to face Eastleigh 
in front of the BBC television 
cameras. 

Luke Norris, a £150,000 summer 
signing from Gillingham, is the 
third forward in Town’s squad. 
He is still waiting for his first goal 
for Swindon, having so far gone 
16 games without netting ahead 
of this weekend’s daunting trip to 
League 1 leaders Scunthorpe. 

The good news for Swindon, 
with regards to their FA Cup tie 
at Eastleigh, is that the club’s 
away form is better than their 
home record. 

Away from the County Ground, 
they have only lost twice in seven 
games - winning one and drawing 
four.

The club’s sole win was a 2-0 
success at Oldham, who are one 
of the four clubs below them in 
the table. 

On target that day was Obika. 
But the former Tottenham train¬ 
ee, Swindon’s top scorer with 12 
goals last term, has not played 
since early October due to a knee 
injury. 

That has piled added pressure 


on Delfouneso to come up with 
the goods, which he has yet to 
manage. 

In recent weeks, Williams has 
deployed Delfouneso as the lone 
striker in a 4-2-3-1 system. 

Part of the reason for altering 
his preferred 3-5-2 system was the 
fact Williams only had one fit cen¬ 
tre half to choose from - skipper 
Nathan Thompson. As a result, 


midfielder Connor Thomas has 
had to be included in a makeshift 
flat back four. 

The change in tactics had start¬ 
ed well, with Swindon drawing 0-0 
at AFC Wimbledon and beating 
Rochdale. 

The manager kept the same for¬ 
mation against Walsall, yet Swin¬ 
don turned in a woeful perfor¬ 
mance that raised huge question 
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>wn in the dumps 



in the Wembley final. 

Back in 2009/10, Swindon were 
given a large helping hand to¬ 
wards a top six finish by the goals 
of a striker plucked from non 
league football. 

Charlie Austin had never played 
a professional game in his life 
when he arrived at the club from 
Sydenhams Wessex League club 
Poole Town in September 2009. 

Despite that, the current Saints 
star rewarded boss Danny Wilson 
for his faith in him by belting 19 
goals in only 33 appearances - 
four of which were as a sub - and 
quickly forged a prolific partner¬ 
ship with Billy Paynter. 

Paynter struck 26 times as Swin¬ 
don finished fifth in the division, 
with only one striker in the divi¬ 
sion scoring more - 31-goal Saints 
ace Rickie Lambert. 

Swindon were hugely reliant on 
Paynter and Austin, as only one 
other player scored more than 
three goals - seven-goal Danny 
Ward. 

Drawn against Charlton in the 
play-off semi final, Austin and 
Ward gave Swindon a 2-1 first leg 
lead. 

After losing the second leg by 
the same score at The Valley, 
Austin was among the successful 
scorers as Swindon booked their 
Wembley place with a 5-4 shoot¬ 
out win against the Addicks. 

Austin’s debut season in the pro 
game, though, was to end in bitter 
disappointment as Millwall tri¬ 
umphed 1-0 in the play off final. 

Swindon, now under Mark 
Cooper’s management, were back 
at Wembley just two seasons ago, 
in 2014/15. 

Their team contained two 
Saints loanees - defenders Jack 
Stephens and Jordan Turnbull. 
Andy Williams was the talisman, 
hitting 21 goals, with Michael 
Smith adding 13 and Ben Gladwin 
and Obika eight each. 

Town won 2-1 at Bramall Lane 
in the first leg of their play off 
semi final against Sheffield Unit¬ 
ed.

They reached Wembley via 
a bizarre 5-5 second leg draw 
at the County Ground. 

Amazingly, Swindon 
powered into a 3-0 lead inside 
the first 17 minutes and led 
5-3 with just a few minutes 
left on the clock. 

The club’s promotion 
dream was shattered at 
Wembley again, though, as a 
Jermaine Beckford hat-trick 
helped Preston North End 
storm to a 4-0 success. 

Williams left a few weeks 
later, joining Doncaster 
Rovers, while Gladwin moved 
to Queens Park Rangers. 

Smith, meanwhile, fell out 
of favour and was loaned to 
Barnsley and Portsmouth 
last term. 

After being released by the 
Robins last summer, Smith 
joined Portsmouth on a 
permanent deal. 

Thankfully, Nicky Ajose 
was able to step up to the 
mark. 

The former Leeds striker 
belted 25 goals - the second 
highest in League 1 behind 
Wigan’s Will Griggs - but 
Swindon could still only 
finish 15th.

currently boss of National 
League table toppers 
Forest Green Rovers - was 
dismissed at the end of 
October and ex-Swindon 
player Martin Ling 
appointed. 

Ling lasted just a few weeks 
in charge before resigning 
due to health reasons, since 
revealed as depression. 

He was succeeded by 
Williams, who had been 
Cooper’s assistant. 

The Wiltshire club received 
£800,000 in the summer when 
Ajose was signed by fellow 
League 1 club Charlton. 

Half of that fee was 
immediately spent on 
Liverpool goalkeeper 
Lawrence Vigouroux, who 
had spent the 2015/16 season 
on loan to Swindon. 

Swindon have three loanees 
from higher division clubs 
- QPR pair Darnell Furlong 
and Michael Doughty and 
Liverpool centre half Lloyd 
Jones. 

All should be available to 
face Eastleigh as all are on 
season-long loans. 



IT was a fairytale promotion un¬ 
der one future Saints boss - but it 
ended in a record breaking night¬ 
mare under another one. 

How many people reading this 
can remember Swindon Town’s 
sole season dining at the top table 
of English football? 

Yes, the team who next Friday 
attempt to avoid an FA Cup em¬ 
barrassment at Eastleigh were 
once rubbing shoulders with 
Saints and the rest of the football¬ 
ing elite. 

Not for long, though. 

Only four clubs have ever spent 
just one season in the Premier 
League, and the Wiltshire club’s 
campaign was easily the worst. 

The Robins mustered just five 
wins from 42 matches in 1993/94, 
conceding 100 goals in the pro¬ 
cess. They ended with a goal dif¬ 
ference of minus 53 and bagged 
just 30 points. 

They were the first PL side to 
concede three figures, and re¬ 
main the only side with that un¬ 
enviable record. 

Their 45 home goals conceded is 
another PL record. 

But let’s not get too far ahead of 
ourselves. 

Here is a little history lesson for 
Eastleigh supporters regarding 
the club who could be on the end 
of a national television humilia¬ 
tion next Friday. 

At the start of 1985/86, Swindon 
were in the fourth division. But 
in May 1990, they were celebrat¬ 
ing promotion to the top flight 

- having beaten Sunderland 1-0 
in the play-off final at Wembley 
due to a goal from ex-Saint Alan 
McLoughlin 

Those celebrations, though, 
were short-lived - the Robins nev¬ 
er got to play in the First Division 
in 1990/91. 

Instead, after admitting 36 
breaches of Football League rules 

- 35 of which related to illegal 
payments - they were demoted to 
the third division and the lucky 
Black Cats promoted to the top 
flight in their place. 

Re-instated to the second divi¬ 
sion on appeal, Swindon never¬ 
theless had been denied their 
days in the sunshine. 

And the Premier League was 
looking a long way off in early 
April 1991 with the Robins in¬ 
volved in a second tier relegation 
battle. 

Seeking a new manager, they 
appointed Tottenham legend 
Glenn Hoddle as player-boss - his 
first managerial role. 

Despite winning just two of his 
eight games - losing five - Swin¬ 
don stayed up by two points. 


In a little over two years, they 
would be in the Premier League. 

In 1992/93, Hoddle’s second 
full season in charge, Swindon 
finished fifth, with Portsmouth 
third and Tranmere - now one of 
Eastleigh’s non league rivals - in 
fourth place. 

Swindon promptly beat Tran¬ 
mere over two legs to set up a 
Wembley final against a Leicester 


side who had beaten Pompey. 

There followed one of the great 
play-off finals. 

Leading 1-0 at the interval 
thanks to a Hoddle goal, Swin¬ 
don led 3-0 after eight minutes of 
the second half following strikes 
from top scorer Craig Maskell 
(who started his career at The 
Dell and who was to return to 
Saints the following year) and 


skipper Shaun Taylor. 

Remarkably, Leicester hit back 
with three goals in 12 minutes. 

There were only five minutes 
left when referee David Elleray 
awarded Swindon a penalty for a 
foul on sub Steve White and Paul 
Bodin kept his nerve to send the 
unfashionable Wiltshire club into 
the Premier League. 

Within days of the Wembley

that one success in 20 league 
games by the time Saints visited 
the County Ground just before 
Christmas. 

Goals from Bodin and Keith 
Scott gave Gorman’s Swindon a 
2-1 victory - a result that did abso¬ 
lutely nothing to help under pres¬ 
sure manager Branfoot (who was 
sacked a few weeks later). 

As the thrashings intensified 
- 6-2 at Everton (Tony Cottee hit¬ 
ting ah hat-trick), 5-0 at Aston 
Villa and 7-1 at Newcastle), it was 
obvious long before the season’s 
end that Swindon’s time in the PL 
would be brief.

It doesn’t take long to get 
an early inkling of Curtis 
Woodhouse’s motivation 
and ambition. Sat in a 
bar with his pub landlord 
father, he reveals that, 
despite the ridiculous 
amount of money he’s 
earning as a professional 
footballer, much of which 
has been wasted on 
booze, he has had enough 
and wants to become a 
professional boxer instead. 

Woodhouse clearly 
idolised his old man, 
so when he’s told, in no 
uncertain terms, that he 



should either become a pro 
boxer or never mention 
the subject again, it’s 
evident that Woodhouse is 
motivated again. Boxing, 
which he describes as his 
‘first love’ it is. 

For a variety of reasons, 
most sports fans never 
get close to making it in 
one professional sport, yet 
Woodhouse reached the 
top in two. That he would 
go from playing football 
in England’s top flight 
(winning four England 
under-21 caps en route) to 
British light-welterweight 
boxing champion within 
28 professional fights is 
a remarkable feat, one 
for which Woodhouse 
has never received the 
recognition he deserved.

The Rugby Football League 
has identified 15 potential 
venues for the 2021 World 
Cup, based largely on the 
Government’s commitment 
to the Northern Powerhouse. 

Organisers say 80 per 
cent of the matches will be 
held in the game’s northern 
heartland, essentially to 
minimise travel times, 
reduce environmental 
impact and concentrate 
the focus and excitement, 
as well as payback for the 
Government’s pledge of 
£25million in funding. 

Established club 
venues like Huddersfield 
and Warrington will be 
supplemented by showpiece 
fixtures in the game’s 
expansion markets of 
London, the midlands and 
the north-east. 

The total of 31 matches will 
be played across 12 venues 
selected from the following 
short-list: 

1. Wembley 

Capacity 90,000. Has hosted 
the Challenge Cup final since 
1929 and staged the 1992 and 
1995 World Cup finals. 

2. Old Trafford 

Capacity 75,700. The 
venue for the Super League 
Grand Final since 1998 
after previously hosting the 
Premiership final, and staged 
both the 2000 and 2013 World 
Cup finals. 

3. London Stadium 

Capacity 60,045. Organisers 
were sufficiently encouraged 
by the attendance of 44,393 
for the second Test between 
England and New Zealand 
at Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park last November to take 
the Four Nations clash with 
Australia there on November 
13. 

4. Etihad Stadium 

Capacity 60,000. Rugby 
league used to use 
Manchester City’s old 
Maine Road ground for 
Championship finals and the 
Etihad, built to stage the 2002 
Commonwealth Games, drew 
bumper crowds for Super 
League’s Magic Weekend in 
2013 and 2014. 

5. St lames' Park 

Capacity 52,405, Newcastle 
United’s ground will host the 
Magic Weekend for a third 
successive year in 2017 after 
attracting a record aggregate 
crowd of 68,276 in 2016. 

6. Anfield 

Capacity 54,000. Liverpool’s 
iconic home was the venue 
for Wigan’s World Club 
Challenge against Penrith in 
1991 and also hosted Super 
League in 1997. It will stage 
the final of the Four Nations 
Series on November 20.
